This is called the 
"Pom pey Ssytem ” because it was prac­ 
ticed frist in the little school at Pom­ 
pey, Tex. 
It is, he said, the having of 
experienced men In any line to address 
the children and older persons on how 
the certain thing he has ^accomplished 
was attained. 
In his address President Calvin al­ 
luded to w hat he term ed the oil mill 
trust, which he daclared controlled the 
price of seed. 
Some of the gins, he 
said, ginned cotton only for custom or 
toll, and would not gin for money. 
O thers insisted on buying all the cot­ 
ton they gin in the seed. 
"So long as this pract'ce is perm it­ 
ted to continue,” he said, ” we need 
not expect to get fair prices for our 
cotton seed. 
Call upon the true union 
men everyw here to see, lf possible, 
th at no more cotton is sold in the seed, 
and th a t cash is paid for ginning. 
He contended th a t 
the 
producer 
ought to be receiving from $10 to $20 
per ton for his seed instead of $10 to 
111. as at present.

Sugar making nowadays Is a science. 
Only In the ex tr em e rural sections still 
rem ain the wooden buckets and cedar 
spues, 
but 
there 
Is 
still 
a sugar 
warmth, a bursting of healthy joy that 
breaks forth Just us the swelling buds 
on the maples. 
No longer are there tile crude tut t 
inis of un open fire, of the kettles 
strung on green forked poles 
os- 
slbiy sugar making has lost some of 
its genuine savor In tho modern evapo­ 
rators, but the product—anil its com­ 
mercial feature la of all im portance— 
is finer grained, of purer color, freer 
from bits of bark aud other foreign 
refuse. 
Important changes In the sugar 
dustry have lessened the work Of 
farmer. 
In the early days wooden 
buckets and handmade cedar spiles 
were. used. 
That made bother In the 
orchard, for the bucket had to be 
placed on the ground, and the spile 
could uot In? far above it else the wind 
would blow the sap to one side and 
thus w aste it. 
As the snow melted the spiles had to 
be draw n, new boles nearer the ground 
made nud Hie bucket replaced. 
Nowadays the spite* are of metal and 
the pails nro hung on them. Th* evap­ 
orator is a sample of the rapid strides 
In sugar making facilities. 
The mod­ 
ern orchard lins tin or galvanized pails 
aud metal spiles. 
Occasionally a tree runs a bucket 
full every fair day during the season. 
an average of ten quarts, although the 
general run Is about half that amount, 
uuless the w eather holds so the trees 
run during the night. 
Good, honest sirup weighs eleven 
pounds to the gallon, and It takes a 
barrel of thirty-tw o gallons of sap to 
make a gallon of sirup.
